Russian torpedo boat destroyer, the 
Terosiahty, has arrived at Vladivos­ 
tok. 


Tokio, June J.— Admiral Togo re­ 
ports that Vice Admiral Enquist was 
captured with Admiral Rojestvensky. 
T he Russian prisoners, Admiral Togo 
saya, will exceed «'1,000. 


Tokio, June 1.— It is now certain 
that Admlrai Rojestvensky is a pris­ 
oner of the Japanese. 
He is wounded 
In the forehead, legs and back, but 
will recover. 
Vice Admiral Voelker- 
sam is supposed to have perished. 


Washington, June 1.—The state de­ 
partment has received the following 
cablegram from Tnited States Minis­ 
ter O rlsrom at Tokio: 
"Rojestven- 
sky's skull fractured, requiring opera­ 
tion; serious, but not dangerous. 
To­ 
tal Japanese josses to date, three tor­ 
pedo boats sunk, three officers killed, 
and 
about 200 men killed and dis­ 
abled.” 


London. June 1.— Little 
hope for 
the Russians can he found in the 1st 
est dispatches 
regarding the 
naval 
battle off Tsu island. 
Only four of 
the vessels of Rojestvensky’s fleet are 
known to have reached Vladivostok— 
the cruiser Almaz and the torpedo 
boat, destroyers Grozny. 
Brava and 
Terosiahty. 
The full extent of the 
Russian casualties in men and officers 
drowned, wounded or captured is not 
yet known 
The Japanese losses as 
reported from Tokio are only three 
torpedo 
boats 
sunk, 
three 
officers 
killed and about 20ft men killed or dis­ 
abled. 
Not one of the big fighting 
ships of the Japanese navy was lost. 
It is now* definitely known that Vice 
Admiral Rojestvensky is captured. He 
is seriously wounded, hut it is stated 
from Tokio, will recover. 
Interest 
now turns to the situation in Russia 
as the result of the naval disaster. 
The emperor Wednesday summoned 
to the palace at Tsarskoe Selo all 
the members of the imperial family 
and 
later called 
into 
extraordinary 
council Admiral Alexieff and all his 
ministers of state, and a series of con­ 
ferences took place as to the course 
to he pursued. 
The result «if these 
conferences is tn doubt, the ministers 
on 
returning to St. 
Petersburg ob­ 
serving 
a 
cautious 
reticence 
as to 
what took place. 
It is believed, how 
ever, that the em peror Is determined 
on a prosecution of the war. the gov­ 
ernment fearing the effects of the dis 
aster on the Russian 
people.

army in Manchuria is not yet aware 
of the disaster to the navy, and the 
dispatches say is still praying for vic­ 
tory.
